Pursuing a goai sponsored 
by the Michigan Department 
of Education and dedicated 
io “the preparation of stu- 
dents for adult tiving,” the 
Crawford - AuSable School 
District has been selected as 
one of an elite seven within 
the state to continue its 
participation in a program 
known as the Life Role Com- 
petencies Project. 

According to Kent Rey- 
nolds, High School Principal 
and Project Advisor, Gray- 
ling has been picked by the 
State as a “Process Model”, 
and the school’s role will be 
evaluated for possibie im- 
plementation by otherschool 
districts and administrators. 

In 1975, after the develop- 
ment and State Board of 
Education approval of the 
minimum performance ob- 
jectives in various subject 
areas for the elementary and 
middie school levels, the 
question was posed by the 
State, “what should be con- 
sidered reasonable student 
expectations for the high 
school level?" In addition, 
the board members asked 
what competencies should 
students be expected to de- 
monstraie as a result of 
uidduaiion from nigh schol. 

lt was at that point the 
Michigan Life Role Compe- 
tency Program was born and 
Grayling ultimately got in- 
volved. Although still a de- 
velopmental or “pilot” pro- 
gram, Grayling's role is a 
vital link in a chain which 
may well lead to participa- 
tion by any number of state 
school districts interested in 
the program. 

Although internally some- 
what complicated, the objec- 
tive of the program is simple 

. tO prepare high school 
graduates with the neces- 
sary basic skills when thrust 
into the environment of adult 
society. 

in a recent’ interview, 
Reynoids indicated that the 
local school system devel- 
oped a list of needed skills 
and objectives about a year 
ago. Three local citizens 
committees were selected to 
review the program. 

As a result of the study, 
coupled with citizen com- 
mittee input. a number of 
courses are now being offer- 
ed at the high schoo! design- 
ed to develop students to fit 
into adult environmental 
conditions.

Displaced 
Homemaker 
Forgotten In 

Public Policies 


by Merrily Baldwin

The displaced homemaker, 
the woman who must seek 
work outside the home be- 
cause she has lost her hus- 
band, is forgotten in United 
States public policy, accord- 
ing to Collette H. Moser, 
Michigan State University 
specialist in Manpower Plan- 
ning, Public Employment 
and Employment of Minori- 
ties. 

The number of households 
and families headed by 
women has yrown drama- 
tically over the past few de- 
cades. More than 25 percent 
of the nation's 76 million 
households are headed by 
women. And one of every 
three families headed by wo- 
men is at the poverty level, 
compaled to one of 18 head- 

Many displaced homemak- 
ers are too young to collect 
Social Security. They can 
collect on their divorced 
husbands’ Social Security 
only if their marriage lasted 
at least 10 years. Social 
insurance programs - like 
worker's compensation - re- 
quire prior participation in 
the work force. To benefit 
from some types of welfare 
programs, a woman must 
have children. 

To meet the special needs 
of displaced homemakers, 
some experimental programs 
have been implemented in 
several states. Proposed fe- 
deral tegislation would pro- 
vide for the creation of at 
least 50 displaced home- 
maker centers nationwide. 

These centers for displac- 
ed homemakers provide ser- 
vices like counseling, job 
skills analysis, basic educa- 
tion and legal information to 
help people become gain- 
fully employed. Often the 
centers are staffed by dis- 
placed homemakers. 

In Michigan, legislation 
has been proposed to create 
three centers. Detroit and 


the Upper Peninsula are pro- 
posed sites. Sixteen other 
states have similar legisla- 
tion.

Bishop Kenneth Povish of the Lansing 
Catholic Diocese writes a weekly co- 
lumn for his diocesan newspaper, and a 
recent subject was what he called 
“lawsuit happiness.” 

The specific case which sent the 
‘good Bishop scurrying to his typewriter 
was the decision by a Detroit court that 
a factory worker, who was hit by a car as 
he crossed the road to lunch at a 
restaurant opposite the plant, was en- 
titled to damages from his employer, 
who, in effect, was held responsible for 
traffic outside his property. 

“This is only the latest and nearest 
example of a lawsuit-happy America in 
which people don't face their mistakes 
or the accidents that befall them,” 


® Bishop Povish wrote. “They sue some--

“Real losses and clear fault should, 


- of course, be adjudicated and justified 


claims fairly compensated,” Bishop 
Povish- wrote. “But it’s about time 
something was done to curb the. 
excesses that the laws of the states now 
allow.” 

' He noted that most liability cases are 
settled out of court, and claimed that 
“extravagant jury awarded damages like 
those in Detroit set standards for other 
settlements.” 

There's little doubt that multi million- 
dollar court-awards in questionable 
cases encourage a whole flock of other 
flimsy claims. 

“You and | are the losers, in higher 
liability insurance premiums and even- 


tually in higher prices for the products 


and services we use,” the Bishop wrote. 

He pointed out that some insurance 
companies are now sponsoring adver- 
tisements protesting against “lawsuit 
happiness” and what they consider 
excessive awards. 

And Bishop Povish has a somewhat 
novel addendum to the insurance com- 
panies’ campaign. 

“To the economic arguments they 
advance can be added the moral ones,” 
he wrote, "since the Seventh Com- 
mandment is involved in lawsuit hap- 
piness.” ; 

The Bishop's message is a good one 
to ponder, and who better than a 
churchman to speak out against the 
growing social philosophy of soie- 
thing-for-nothing ... everybody’s doing 
it ... soak the big companies ... make 
‘em pay through the: nose .;. get your's 
while the getting’s good ... do whatever 
you can get away with. ‘ 

Bishop Povish has put his finger on a 
more important question than whether a 


lawsuit is possible in any given situa- 
tion.

“I have paid a great 
amount of indemnity, and be- 
cause of this | have the right to 
forgive another's sin.”
